RESPONSE TO ELECTION/RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

This paper is filed in response to the Office Action dated September^, 2002 (Paper 
No. 9). The Examiner required an election of certain species for examination. Applicants 
previously elected Group II in the Examiner's previous claim restriction with the reservation 
to prosecute non-elected claims. 
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Claim 21 

Claim 21 recites several chromophores. The Examiner has requested that we elect 
one disclosed species. Accordingly, we elect "anthracene chromophore" for prosecution on 
the merits. Corresponding generic claims are claims 20 and 22-43. 

Claim 23 

Claim 23 recites several emitters. The Examiner has requested that we elect one 
disclosed species. Accordingly, we elect "BODIPY emitter" for prosecution on the merits. 
Corresponding generic claims are claims 20-22 and 24-43. 

Claim 25 and 42 

Claims 25 and 42 recite several dyes. The Examiner has requested that we elect one 
disclosed species. Accordingly, we elect "succinimidyl ester group" for prosecution on the 
merits. This group is specifically recited in claims 26 and 43. Corresponding generic claims 
are claims 20-24 and 27-41. 

Claims 27-29 and 34-26 

Claims 27-29 and 34-26 recite nucleic acid species. Claims 30 and 37 recite ddNTP 
species, Claims 31, 32, 38 and 39 recite protein and peptide species. The Examiner has 
requested that we elect one disclose species. Accordingly, we elect the nucleic acid species 
for prosecution on the merits. Corresponding generic claims are claims 20-26, 33 and 40-43. 

Applicants reserve the right to pursue all non-elected species in future applications 
should any of the generic claims be held not allowable.
